Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 9/1/04 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 
6,643,3 12 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 are allowed in light of the terminal disclaimer filed on 9/14/04. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior art of 
record (aside from 6,643,3 12) does not teach or fairly suggest a gas laser apparatus comprising, 
along with the other claimed features, a laser oscillating operation performed by a first half-cycle 
and at least one half-cycle subsequent to the first half-cycle of a discharge oscillating current 
waveform of one pulse in which polarity is reversed. 

The advantages of this feature are in the specification on pages 1-6. In particular, this 
laser oscillation operation provides extension of the oscillation pulse width.
